With reference to your 80-1 of November 8th, I beg to inform you 
that difficulty was encountered to some extent at the Ermineskin 
Indian Residential School, Hobbema, due to failure of the Principal 
in the 1948 = 49 term to submit form 1.4. 1069, Admission and 
Discharges. During the present school term, 1949 = 50, no difficulty 
has been encountered at this school. 


The matter of such reports from the Edmonton Indian Residential 
School is completely unsatisfactory. As you are aware, this school 
draws pupils from several Agencies, including Hobbema, Fifty or more 
pupils regularly attend from this Agency. It is only with great 
difficulty that we find out which pupils are or are not attending. 
Within the past year the Principal, Reverend E. J. Staley, has been 
good enough to submit a list of those in school. However such a list 
is unsatisfactory, as I have recently found a case at this school, 
where a child reported returning from the Residential School in June, 
1949, was actually a truant since December 20, 1948. You will see 
that an overpayment for July and August was made and a great deal of 
corrective correspondence follows. 


It appears neither the St. Paul Agency (Saddle Leke Agency) or the 
Hobbema Indian Agency receives either form I.A. 1069 or the quarterly 
report, or departmental admissions or discharges report, and never 
have, from this school. The entry or discharge from this school never 
comes to our knowledge directly. I believe this quarterly report is 
forwarded directly to Ottawa without copies being sent to the Agencies 
concerned which you will see puts no responsibility on the Agencies 
concerned regarding school attendance. 


I would therefore recommend and suggest that a quarterly report and 
departmental admission and discharge report concerning the children from 
the Hobbema Indian Agency be sent through this office and that the 
Principal be requested to complete form I.A. 1069.

The Principal of the Edmonton Residential School 
'tphoned long distance yesterday to complain bitterly about the 
possible removal of pupils fromhis institution to a day school 
at Goodfish Lake, Saddle Lake Agency. He stated that Dr. Tony 
was very much disturbed about this rumour and asked him to 
ascertain if there were other pupils to replace the Goodfish 
Lake children,for it was his understanding that the pupilage 
at his school would be kept up to the number that are now attending.

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It is realized here that this institution has been 
properly staffed to care for and properly instruct 160 pupils. 
The Principal has employed qualified teachers at the going salary 
plus board and lodging, I understand. Major Clerk's report should 
indicate that everything in this respect is highly satisfactory. 
It 1s obviously very disorganizing and e difficult situation to 
face if and when a number of pupils are removed in the middle of 
their school year. I must add also that I had told Mr. Staley 
before the commencement of the school year that the attendance 
would be in the neighbourhood of 160 for this year.

I informed Mr. Staley that the whole situation would 
be carefully surveyed and when I had more facts available I 
would report to you in the hope that some assurance of correcting 
this be given either by admitting pupils from other points or 
by extra financial assistance. I immediately took steps as 
follows: 


(1) The Superintendent of the Saddle Lake Agency 
has been advised to report on what children 
from the Goodfish Lake must still attend the 
Edmonton Residential School. It is our sur- 
mise that there would be a few who will be 
too far distant from the day school and in 
grades higher than will be taught at itgto 
return to Edmonton. 


(2) I got in communication with Superintendent 
(a)d. E. Pugh in regard to children from the 

Stony Reserve. As you are aware, the 
residential school can only accommodate 
about 80 pupils and there are at least 140 
of school age on the reserve. Surely there 
are some parents who would voluntarily send 
their children to Edmonton. Mr. Pugh doubts 
it but is canvassing the situation. Un- 
fortunately we haven't accommodation for all 
the children that are not in attendance and 
therefore we cannot put pressure on some and 
not on others, can we?

(2) Superintendent J. E. Pugh got no response from the 
Stonies at Morley, nor did he and his assistant cet any vol- 
unftiers among the Treaty and Non-Treaty Indians at Rocky Mountain 
House. It is believed that with Some pressure, pupils can be 
obtained from the Sun Child-Cree Band. The Principal of the 
Morley School is opposed to recruiting for Edmonton as he thinks 
he should have more pupils in his Residential School. Mr. Pugh 
and I are of the opinion that the School is now at capacity./ fi 
As a result we did not use any pressure. > 


(3) Superintendent Woodsworth has recruited 2 anda 
possible third. 


(4) As stated in a letter to you regarding the Goodfish 
Day School, Superintendent Taylor has recruited 2 pupils off the 
Saddle Lake Reserve and 1 off the Goodfish. 


From the foregoing you will note that the total 
recruited is 6,at best. However, it is expected that a number 
of the Goodfish children will return and that there will be a very 
slight reduction in the total pupilage.

On September 26th I left for Neleon House and had a 
meeting of the band on the 27th, 90% of the members being 
present. 


I stated my reagon for the meeting and asked all the 
members present who had children who were not attending 
echool if they wished to make application for the children 
to attend residential schoob, but was unable to get a single 
application. They etated that they had never instructed 
anyone to write the Department saying that they wished to do 
eo. However they did say that they sent a petition requesting 
a U.C. Residential School to be established at Nelson House 
to my office with Aseistant Agent J. Arnfinson, and I have 
this petition in thie office at the present time. 


With regerd to their pe&ition, I explained to them 
that there woan't suitable land on the Nelson House Reserve 
for a regidentiel school. They then suggested that there wae 
8 suitable location at Beaver Dam Lake, about 40 milee west 
of Wabowden between Neleon House and Wabowden. They said the 
reason for requesting a reeidential school was that they had 
no suitable place to leave their children when they went 
trapping. 


At treaty time considerable discuseion took plece 
regarding the echoole at Neleon House and the members present 
at the band meeting requested that we should try and chenge 
the academic year to June lst to March Jlet so that the 
children would have holidays during April and May. Thies would 
help bring up the average attendance of all children attending 


achool, as every family goes to their trap line during these 
two monthe. 


eecececeete 
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I am of the firm belief that what ie needed on these 
northern reserves is a boarding house where the parente 
could leave their children instead of a residential school. 


There hae been consid ble interference by both the 
Priest a4 the U.C. Minis at thie particular reserve. 
Thie reserve has received more attention than any other in 
this Agenoy, having an Aseistant located there, but due to 
outside interference the Indians are encouraged to presse for 
more and more all the time. 


I think it would be in order for me to request the 
Department to forward a letter to the above mentioned parties 
and advise them thet I am quite capab of attending to the 
affairs of the Indians situated at Nelson House.

Ni11 you please advise by return if your statement to me still stands 
that you do not wish children from B.C. to return to the « next 
year. In our discussions last fall you seemed to feel that these children 
would not adapt themselves to life onthe prairie, b ut it may be that 
following a full ten-month period at the school, conditions have 
clarified and you may have a different opinion. 


This situation should be clarified without delay as we have requests 
from parents that their children remain at the school during the summer 
months this year. I would like to have your opinion as to whether you 
keep any children in or not. The regulations of the Dept. are that if 
parents are unable to pay the fares, or if home conditions are unsat- 
isfactory, children should be retained at the school. Would you be good 
enough to write to me at once regarding these matters, so that plans 
for the coming year may be finalized. 1 would also like to know if 

any specific date has been set for the departure of these children

Attached hereto is a copy of a letter received by the Rev. E.Je 
Staley, Principal of the Edmonton Residential School from Mr. E. Anfield, 
Superintendent of the Babine Indian Agenoy. Mr, Staley turned this letter in 
to the Edmonton Agency office from where it ws forwarded to this office with 
a covering letter which states that Mr. Staley was very concerned about its 
contents and felt that it was completely out of his power to handle and asked 
that it be passed on for consideration and reply. He pointed out that he 
had no money to assist these pupils and had intended to follow his usual 


policy of sending all pupils home for the holidays and closing the school 
for the holiday months. 


Correspondence on your file indicates that Mr. Staley has been 
very ill and away from the school for some time, Apparently he recently re- 
turned and it is not know whether or not he proposes to remain after the end 
of the school year. As has been reported by this office end Inspector Waller 
this school has virtually ceased to function as an institution of education 
and some definite action must immediately be taken in respect to the manner 
in which it is operated in the future. 


I have suggested that this is an opportuns time to seriously 
consider that it be operated as a Departmental school, but as I do not know 
what is to be done about it, it is impossible for me to mke a suggestion in 
respect to the disposition of the pupils from B.C. From what I know of the 
existing conditions I see no alternative but to arrange for their return to their 
homes at the end of the school year.

With reference to Mr. Phelan's letter of June 
end, under date of May 26th we informed Mr. Boys and Mr. 
Anfield that the matter of the return of the pupils from the 
above named school to their homes for the summer vacation 
should be arranged by the Superintendents concerned and the 
Principal of the school and it is assumed from Supt. Anfield's 
letter of June lst to the Principal, a copy of which is 
attached, that satisfactory arrangements are being made although 
some difficulty in financing transportation for some of the 
pupils is being encountered. I am asking Mr. Anfield to keep 
me informed of the arrangements made. 


Since writing the above we have received a copy 
of Supervisor Gooderham's letter of June 6th and confirmation 
of my Army Signal messege in this connection is attached. This 
office was not aware that, as would appear from Mr. Gooderham's 
letter, the school management was more or 1 disorganized, 
presumably due in part to the illness of the Pri cipal. 


Normally we would require the parents of the

With reference to recent correspondence regarding 
the management of the above school, we are somewhat worried 
about the situation that apparently will develop at the end 
of the current month. 


Early last summer the Principal of the Edmonton 
School made representations to us to the effect that he 
would have difficulty in securing sufficient pupils for the 
academic year 1950-51, As a result, departmental officials 
communicated with Indian Commissioner Arneil and anged 
to send a number of children from British Columbia agencies 
to the Edmonton School, As a consequence, the Edmonton School 
has been able to draw its full per capita allowance during the 
academic year just closing. 


However, many of the children from British Columbia 
come from broken homes, and in the past it has always been 
found necessary to retain a ecertein number of children in the 
Edmonton School during the months of July ahd August. However, 
field officials now inform me that it will not te possible to 
follow the same procedure this year, and if so, we will be 
obliged to return all the children from British Columbia to 
their homes, and it is doubtful if we will be able to induce 
them to return to the Edmonton School in September. 
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As you can see, the situation is rather serious 
both from the school's standpoint and ours, It would, 


therefore, be appreciated if you would let me hear from 
you,_as soon as possible, intimating if it is your intention 


to appoint a new Principal, and if so, the approximate date 
on which he will take charge of the school,

Although there are a 
large number of children needing institutional care in these areas 
it will be difficult to make up the quota of 60 allotted last year.

You will recall that there was some complaint 
on the part of some of the children from British 
Columbia last year, regarding conditions: at the Edmonton 
School, Your own report wouerdtng, your inspection of the 
Edmonton School on May 15th and 1 th indiceted that 
several changes would be necessary in order to assure 
that conditions during the coming academic year would 
be better than they have been during the past year.

This has been the policy with regard to Protestant 
children from the Skeena and Bahine Agencies for some time but appar~ 
ently the action of the Department in paying for some of the children 
to return home from the Edmonton School last June has given rise to 
the impression that certain groups were being discriminated against. 
The Department will appreciate, of cour that the distance involved 
will make the cost to parents considerable. If the Department is 
anxious to have this school operate to capacity it is felt that per- 
haps some allowance might be made in this particular case.

Attached I am returning the September 
quarterly Return for the Edmonton Indian Kesidential 
School as there are certain discrepancies on the 
Return which will make it impossible for us to have 
the account passed by the Treasury officials and ig 
the Return was paid as presented the school would be 
definitely jeopardized us many of the pupils who were 
in residence during the month of June were omitted 
from the September Keturn.

Our circular of July 23rd clearly 
indicated that the school is entitled to sixty-two 
days grant for the months of July and August for pupils 
sho were in residence during June. On checking the 
September Return for this school we have noted that the 
following pupils were in school during June but were 
omitted on the September Return, consequently the Principal 
has neglected to claim we at days grant for them: 
320, 321, 346, 350, 351, 378, 383, 274, 0798 and 0351. 


It is quite possible that these children 
returned during the month of September and the school 
is entitled to more than the sixty-two days grant, 
however, this matter should be reviewed and the vroper 
grant claimed for them.

Dear Mr. Barnes: 


I have recently been informed that a number 
of Indian children have been expelled from the Edmonton 
Indian Kesidential School. Our records do not indicate 
any report or comments received from you regarding these 
cases. In one instance, the Indian Superintendent advised 
that two of the girls from his Agency were expelled from 
the Edmonton Residential School. As these girls had 
never been troublesome before and as they had been in 
the Edmonton school for two years he felt they were well 
established in their academic studies. 


It is the Department's policy to be fair to both 
the Indian Superintendent and the Principal in that we 


are anxious to assist the Principal in the management of 
the residential school and often children who are in a 
residential school have no home to go to and it is often 
difficult for the Indian Superintendent to arrange for the 
childrens’ keep when they leave a residential school. 


As this Branch is responsible for all children 
attending residential schools, it is essential that no 
pupils be discharged or expelled from a residential school 
until authority has been obtained from the Department. 


Hndian Affairs. 
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As our records are very sketchy regarding 
the expulsion of pupils from Edmonton Residential 
School during the present academic year it would be 
appreciated if you would forward this office a full 
report indicating the names of the pupils expelled, 
the reason for their expulsion and the Agency where 
the children have been returned. 


It is possible that we will weeive 
inquiries regarding this matter and it would be 
appreciated if you would forward this report as soon 
as possible and give complete details.

Deer Mr. Phelen, 

In reply to your letter of 26 inst. #753-10 re expulsion of four children 
from this School may I say thet it comes to me rather as e shock. I note in pre~ 
vious records where children have been dismissed by both my predecessors at their 
discretion. in fact, one of the children which was dismissed hed previously been dis~ 
missed by Mr. Staley without permission. It is difficult to understend why a Prin- 
cipal with my experience and qualifications should not have the same prerogative. 

Four chilaren were dismissed Nov. 5 and 6. They were: Rose White and Iois 
Brown of Masset; Frenk Buffalo, Hobbema and Francis Makokis Seddle Lake. I am soery 
thut you had to write about this as it would have showed up in my December Return. 

When I arrived here the acting Matron complained thet Rose White was 4 bad 
influence in the School and thet she swore et her when corrected. I talked to Rose end 
she promised to do better. In September, Miss MecDoneld came as Matron end Mrs. Mce~ 
Ilwraith as assistent. Both of these ladies have yeers of experience with Indien 
children. Before a month was up both of these ladies complained thet Rose White 
and Lois Brewn were a bad influence in the School and incorrigible. In spite of this 
they talked with them and tried to influence them for the better. 

Late in October we found thet ‘km some of the girls and some of the boys 
had become involved in promiscuous hebits and had bréken the rules of the School 
by the girls inviting the boys up to their dormitory at night end letting them 
in the fire-escape door. The boys were to bleme, of course, for going. By this time 
Miss MecDoneld and I knew that action hed to be ta¥en at once so we d@ecided to send 
home the ring-leaders. She picked the two girls and I picked the two boys. If the 
Masset Agency is not happy with regard to our actions then I em sorry but we hed to 
keep Alberta children out of the School this Fell because of no room so it might be 
best if no Masset childrem were sent to the school, I know that I would wish @ Prin- 
cipal of mine to act likewise if I were in my former position of Inspector of Sch~ 
ools and had a Principal in charge of a dormitory housing both boys and girls. The 
final visit was made on November 4 so then we acted immediately. I cannot and will 
not tolerate such behavior in any school of which I am Principal. 
if I have been wrong in what I heve done it is only because of ignorance 
since I have only been in the Indian work for five months but I have acted 6s 1 
felt you would wish me to under the circumstances. Please do not forget that 
Ottewa is a long distance from here and we must be given some opportunity to use 
our own judgment or the Schools cannot operate efficiently. I have understood thet 
the Schools operated under the School Act of Rach respective Province. If I am wrong 
in this please advise.

I wish to thank you for your letter of December 31st 
and I regret that this has caused you so much concern. 


fhe department understands the many difficulties 
presented in endeavouring to operate a residential school, 
and wishes to be helpful and to support our principals 
wherever possible. I appreciate that in many cases we 
mst accept the recommendation of the principal and our 
field staff. However, the department has a petal 
to the children and their parents, as well as the 
Superintendent of the Agency to which they belong, and 
for this reason the department requires that the Superintendent 
of the Indian Agency be consulted, wherever possible, before 
a child is expelled and that the principal submit a report 
immediately following any action taken. 


I note that you have made reference to the Alberta 
Act with respect to the responsibilities of a principal 
concerning discipline. The 1952 revision of the Act, Section 
366, reads as followss 


"(1) A teacher may suspend from a class or from 
school a pupil who is guilty of open opposition 
to authority, wilful disobedience, habitual 
neglect of duty, the use of profane or improper 
language, or other conduct injurious to the moral 
tone or well-being of the school.

For 
this reason, among your pupilege there will be many children 
from broken homes, children who are orphans and other under~ 
privileged children whose discharge from the residential 
school presents considerable difficulties to the Superintendent 
of the Indian Agency concerned. In the case of Rose White, 
for example, her home conditions were so unsatisfactory that 
she had to remain at Edmonton during the past summer holidays. 
The sudden unexpected return of a pupil such as this may mean 
thet she has to be returned to these unsatisfactory home 
circumstances, or that the Superintendent has no home for here 
It is not the policy of the department to use our residential 
schools as institutions for correction, but we do wish them to

Regarding Olive Whale a pupil of the Indian Resident- 
{al School, Edmonton, who died on November 13th,1955 in the Tsolation 
Hospital here. 


She was examined by me on June 12th, 1935, and found 
to be in average health. She had lost the sight of her left eye when 
a child, and she had some enlarged glands on both sides of her neck 
which bad not broken down. She remaired at the school during the 
summer holidays. ‘She oompleined of not feeling well on September 13, 
and she was sent to bed by the Matron, and I examined her that morn- 
ing at the school. Temperature was normal and pulse 80. She com- 
plained of a slight pain in her chest. Bxamination of her heart re- 
vealed some leakage in valves. I advised keeping her at rest and 
under observation. Between one and two o'clock that day I was called 
urgently to the school to see her. I was at the school in approximate- 
ly one half hour and found her to be in very serious condition. She 
was suffering from Dyspnea, pain in chest, coughing slightly; she was 
cyanosed, very weak and pulse 140. I gave her a Hypodermic of 
Morphine and Strychnin and sent her to the hospital. X-ray report 
in hospital was that her heart was enormously enlarged both to right 
and left and lungs were congested. ‘She did not run 4 high temperature 
at any time. Her pulse rate the first two or three days was between 
140 and 160 and respirations as high as 55. Her lung condition 
@leared up considerably. With rest, Digitalis and Morphine she re- 
mained fairly comfortable. Her liver increased in size and she later 
developed ordema in the lower extremities and abdomen and @ nephritis. 


During the pest three weeks she had increased pain and 
was failing in strength. 


On November 5th she developed a low grade erysipelas 
on her face. She was moved to the Isolation Hospital. Her temperat- 


ure and pulse increased; she became weaker and died on November 13th, 
1935. 


Apparently a malignant form of endocarditis, and pract- 
ically hopeless from the beginning of her illness in September.

I beg to Teport that Joe Stamp, age II years, Pupil 
No.216.8dmonton Indian Residential School, died on January 24th, 
in the Misericordia Hospital in Edmonton, from the result of

Joe Stamp was the son of Zaccias Stamp, of the Saddle 
Lake Indian Agency. 


I was advised of the accident at II.35 A.M. by the ev. 

Mr Je¥.Woodsworth, Principal of the school, and at I2.15.P.M. 

Mr Woodsworth advised me that the boy had died. I arranged for 
an inquiry to be held at the school at I0.A.M, Monday January 
26th,i942. On Sunday /anuary 25th, 1 was advised by Mr W.P.3. 
Pugh, Indian Agent, Saddle Lake Agency, that it would be imposs- 
for the boys father to reach Edmonton until the 2,15 train on 
Tuesday January 27th, I thereforwchanged the time for the inquiry 
to take place at 3.P.M. Tuesday January 27th.

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The inquiry was attended by Zaccias Stamp, father of the 
boy, DreRe Porier,M.D. who had attended the boy, Corp. J.Muir, 
R.C.MsPolice, Mr Jos.Rouault, “ev,Mr Woodsworth, Principal of 
the school, Mr W.P.B.Pugh, Indian Agent, Saddle Leake Agency and 
myself. 


Corp. Muir produced a drawing of the scene of the accid- 
ent also photos showing the position of the car when it came to 
@ full stop, and other photos showing the condition of the road 
at the time of the accident. The photos are enclosed herewith 
and the drawing is being forwarded under seperate cover to the 
Vepartment. Corp Muir explained the drawing and photos, and 
stated that the driver of the car had done everything possible 
to avoid the accident and that no blame could be attached to 
Mr Rouault. I did not take a statement from Corp.Muir at the 
inquiry as he handed to me a copy of his report on the case 
and I considered that sufficient, this copy of Corp.Mbir's 
report is attached to Form No.414.

- I beg to enclose herewith a report on 
\v the Ermineskin Indian Residential School, in the Hobbema 
Agency, which was inspected by Mr. Inspector Christianson. 


You will note that at the time of the 
Inspector's visit there were 117 children in residence. You 
will also note that there are 39 children from this agency 
attending the Edmonton School. There are still, however, 
several children of school age on the reserves who are not 
attending school, and I do not believe they will ever be sent 
to school unless steps are taken by the Department to have 
them taken there by force. On every occasion I have been in 
Edmonton I have spoken to the Principal of the school there 
about getting these children into school but he has not had 
100% success. I know these children could be sent to school 
if the Department would agree to have a police officer 
accompany the Inspector or the Agent when they go out to 


recruit them. 


The children at the Ermineskin'e School 
are apparently well cared for, but it seems to me they are not 
getting the proper food, when seven or eight cows are supposed 
to supply milk for 140 people. The Department should insist 
on the proper amount of milk being supplied to the pupils at 
our Indian schools. I think that in many cases we are giving 
medical attention for illness, when the illness could well be 
avoided. I am sure Dr. Stone will agree with me that when 
Indian children are not properly fed they are very susceptible

I understand they have taken in 
additional pupils and that the number in the school is now 


age and they hope to get it up to 160, This is absurd; 

1 is all they should have. I am told by Mr. Askey that 
they have approval of admissions up to 152, so there is 
somewhat of a mix-up here; if 140 is the authorized number 
and 152 applications have been approved there is & surplus 
of 12 children in the school. 


The addition was made by carrying 
the adjoining one-storey buildings up two storeys high. 
The attached photograph will show you what the building looks 
like now. 


I am very nervous about this school 
and I do not think it is at all right to put additional 
children in there. What is needed badly is an up-to-date 
school. This reserve can maintain a school with a pupilage 
of 180 quite easily, and I think the time has arrived when this 
should be built. I hope the Department will give this matter 
serious consideration,

Dear Mr. Grahem:- 

I have the honour to report that while 
making an inspection of the Hobbema Agency, 1 also 
visited the Brmineskin R.C. Boarding School, and am glad 
to report that this {netitution is doing excellent work, 
not only in the school, but also in the community in which 
it ie situated. There are 120 grant earning children in 
the school, and at the time I was there 123 children were 
enrolled. The Principal explained that he always carried 
2 or 3 extra as he has so many on the waiting list that he 
is sometimes obliged to take an odd one in without getting 
the grant for it. 

I visited all the classrooms and was well 
impressed with the work that is carried on there. One girlis 
in Grade 8 and it is the intention of the school 
authorities to get her into high school next year. However, 
I will not enlarge on the classroom work at ail ae this 
school was inspected by the Public School inspector on 
November 15th last. 

I would just like to say that I checked up 
on the meals, etc., as I was 80 impressed with the healthy 
appearance of the children, and I consider that they are 
certainly well cared for. They are well clothed and well 
fed. Besides the regular three meals a day, they all get 
a good lunch at 4 o'clock when thsy come out of the 


classroom.

As usual, the school was spotless from top 
to bottom. You know what the building is like. ‘The old 
part is getting the worse for wear and if school is to be 
carried on for some years in this building, a lot of 
repairs will have to be made, but the Principal is in 
hopes of the Department pbuilding a new school in the near 
future, and he informed me thet if he hed the room he 
could get 200 children. However, I informed him that I 
knew nothing about the Department's intentions with regard 
to a new School being built. 

There are 12 cows kept at the school. At 
the time of my visit they were milking 4, but some of the 
others were due to freshen in the neer future. Very little 
lana is farmed, but an excellent garden is grown at the 
sohool. 


Regarding fire protection, in my report 
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dated February 14th, 1928, I gave a full explanation of 
the fire escapes and apparatus. I found this all in good 
order. Fire extinguishers hed all been re-filled and 
tested during last month A regular fire drill is carried 
out from time to time and in the summer time generally 
every week, and every Little while Mr. Askey goes up to 
the school in the evening to conduct the fire drill 
himeelf so, se far as I could see, every precaution is 
being taken ageinet fire. 

In conclusion I wish to state thet I am 
always well impressed with this institution. Father 
Meulin, the Principal, is 4 splendid example of what a 
Missionary on an Indian reserve should be- If there is 
sickness he drives night and day. The best of feeling 


existe between the school and the Agency, which is the

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way it shonld be. This, as you are aware, is sometimes 


hard to bring about.
